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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment to claims 93 and 103 raises Issues under 112, 2nd paragraph because of the phrase "and not 
comprising any protion of a Her-2/Neu transmembrane domain" relates to the whole Her-2/Neu fusion protein and because "any portion" 
may be as little as one amino acid. If any part of the ECD or the PD has an amino acid in common with a Her-2/Neu transmembrane 
domain then the claims contain an inconsistency. The rejection under 112, 1st paragraph is maintained for the reasons of record. 
Because the amendments to the claims cause confusion, the scope of the claims cannot be determined and the rejections under 102(e) 
and 103(a) are maintained for the reasons of record. 
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
